Fnnernl of Jolin Meyer this After* 
noon. 


At half-past two o'clock this after- 
noon the funeral of John Meyer, the 
unfortunate young man who was so 
brutally murdered by the Schnurr 
brothers—John and Perry—at the 
Bloomingdale 
Brewery on Sunday 
afternoon, took place from his late 
residence on Barthold street, Bloom- 
ingdale, the remains being interred in 
the Catholic Cemetery. 
Religious 
services appropriate to the occasion 
were conducted at the house prior to 
the funeral cortege taking its depart- 
ure for the burial ground. 
Yesterday 
afternoon the body of the murdered 
man reposed in a neat coffin and lay 
in the front room of the family resi- 
dence. 
During the afternoon and 
throughout the evening until a late 
hour, a large number of sorrowing 
friends and acquaintances of the fam- 
ily dropped in to view the remains 
and to offer words of consolation to 
the bereaved widow and fatherless 
children. 
May He who tempers the 
wind to the shorn lamb give 
them 
strength to bear the great affliction 
which has befallen them.

were shipped to 
New York from Havre, on Saturday, 
and that £210,000 were shipped from 
London.

three million dollars since Saturday. 


Judge Burton, of Iowa, granted an 
injunction on the 27th inst., against 
the Missouri, Iowa and Nebraska 
railroad company from issuing any 
more bonds for the extension of their 
road.

^as. A^.'trfield Forever IncllKible 


For A ny Position of Honor or 
Trast niid lifable to Fine 
and Imprisonment, 


A law was enacted in 1864 for the 
purpose of protecting the treasury 
against spoliation, and now appears 
among the revised statutes of tbe 
United States as follows: 


"Section 1782. No S'enator, repre- 
sentative or delegate, after his election 
and during his continuation in office, 
and no head of a department or other 
oiBcer or clerk in the employ of the 
government, shall receive or agree to 
receive any compensation whatever, 
directly or indirectly, for any services 
rendered or to be rendered to any per- 
son, either by himself or another, in 
relation to any proceeding, 
contract, 
claim controversy, charge, accusation, 
arrest or other matter or thing in 
which the United States is a party, or 
(Hrtcfhj or indirectly interested before 
any department, court martial, bu- 
reau, officer, or any civil, military, or 
naval commission whatever. 
Every 
person offending against this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemea- 
nor, and shall be imprhoned 
not more 
thrn 
tiDO years andfinrd not more than 
$10,000, and shall, moreover, by con- 
vict ion therefor be rendered forever 
thereafter incapable of holding any 
ofBce of honor, trust, or profit under 
the Government of the United States." 


General GARFIELD'S acceptance of 
a fee of five thousand dollars, which, 
according to his own statement, he 
took from the DE GOLYER party of 
speculators with the understanding 
that he was to prepare a brief on the 
merits of different kinds of pavement, 
and to advocate the particular descrip- 
tion of pattern represented by his 
clientSj manifestly renders him liable 
to a conviction 
under the section 
cited above. 
The taking of that fee 
would have been a punishable crime 
if Garfield had not been Chairman of 
the Committee on 
Appropriations. 
He had no right, while acting as a 
representative of the people and exer- 
cising the power of voting away their 
money, to "receive any compensation 
whatever, directly or indirectly, for
